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Do You Have a Moment? 

Graduation time, year end parties, sum- 
mer school and higher mountains to con- 
quer, are the things the future holds 
for the group of students preparing to 
leave CSDR at the end of the year. Some 
of these students are concerned with only 
the near future and the prospects of get- 
ting out from under all the rules imposed 
on them while attending CSDR. Others 
are looking towards higher education or 
more training so that they will be better 
prepared for the vocation they will follow. 

My greatest concern is for those stu- 
dents who are leaving here with the' idea 
that they will no longer have rules to gov- 
ern them. It is not because we haven't 
told them or tried to counsel them about 
all of the rules which govern our society; 
it's because of what they see around them. 
I've heard it said many times that a deaf 
child believes only what he sees and 
this applies to my reference above. Look 
at the vivid examples of colleges and uni- 
versities and all of the violence which is 
going on in them. The sad part is that ap- 
parently the students causing these prob- 
lems are not being punished. I know of a 
college in which some of its administrators 
were threatened with knives and harassed 
for several hours. The students involved 
were arrested and now have been released 
for lack of evidence. Another example is 
mode of dress. At CSDR we have what I 
would call very liberal rules governing 
the type or style of dress worn by the 
girls and boys. We allow skirts to be 
five inches above the knee and in our 
opinion, that's short enough. The girls 
in some junior high and senior high 
schools for the hearing do not have 


such a rule and wear what they want, 
short or long. Our girls feel we are not 
staying with the times and surprisingly 
enough many of our parents are encour- 
aging the girls to test or defy our existing 
dress code. Boys also, apparently with 
parents' consents, defy the school codes of 
dress and grooming. 

Where does all of this lead the studlent 
leaving here this spring? It frightens me 
when I think of what is going to happen 
to some of these students. They won't 
listen and so will have to learn 
all of the rules which govern society 
the hard way. All of the students 
have great potential in one area or 
another and we want them to succeed. 
However, if parents continue to indulge 
these youngsters and society keeps making 
allowances for them, not very many of 
these boys and girls are ever going to 
develop their full potential. Why should 
they? It seems as if everything is handed 
to them without any effort on their part. 

I do not have any “pat" solution for 
these troubled boys and girls. I do know 
that they are in the minority and that 
some of them will never achieve any kind 
of success. Others will wake up in time and 
salvage what is left of their lives. 

There are no conclusions to these prob~ 
lems but perhaps one day there will be. In 
the meantime we are trying to solve these 
problems as they come up in the best 
interest of the individual student and hope 
that he profits by what he learns here at 
CSDR.

The five Olympic candidates, Susan Bange 
of La Habra (track), Barbara Carr of 
Pomona (swimming), Vickie Manchester 
of Riverside (volleyball), Melinda Moore 
of Fountain Valley (dashes and long jump), 
Heidi Zimmer (high jump), were in the 
program doing work on the mats as well 
as the other gymnastic equipment. 

The program was given at the 
California School for the Deaf gymnasium 
at 7:30 p.m. Saturday, May 3 and again 
on Sunday afternoon, May 4 at 3:00 p.m 
to capacity audiences. Contributions of
